Dr. Bliss Explains To-Day Why the 
President’s is 102.

Official Bulletin—8:30 A. M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. 
C., August 13.—The President did not sleep 
as Well as usual during the early part of the 
night. After midnight, however, his sleep 
was refreshing and only broken at long in- 
tervals. This morning he has a little fever; 
nevertheless he expresses himself as feeling 
better than for several days past. Pulse 104, 
temperature 100, and respiration 19. 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN—12:30 P. M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 13.—The 
President has been cheerful and easy during 
the morning and his temperature has fallen 
a little more than a degree anda half since 

he morning bulletin Was issued. The 
wound is discharging healthy pus. The 
pulse is now 103, temperature 99.2, respir- 
ation Is, 

2:30 P. M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, Au- 
gnst 13, 2:30 Pp. m.—Many alarming rumors 
have been circulated during the day re- 
garding the President’s condition, some of 
which indicated that it was almost 
impossible for him to live more than aday or 
two longer. From information obtained, 
however, there appears to be 
no eause for alarm. The fever 
indicated by the morning bulletin has 
been gradually subsiding and the pa- 
tient at this hour is very comfort- 
able. Private Secretary brown says 
the President is decidedly better 
at the present time than he has been during 
the past forty-eight hours, and that 
the fever apparently continues to 
decrease. The davis extremely oppressive, 
but the President’s apartments are kept ata 
comfortable temperature, 80. Gen. Swain 
just said the Presidentis better now than he 
was at the same time yesterday, his pulse now 
being below 100 and temperature 9. 


Everything Favorable. 
WASHINGTON, August 15.—The midday 
bulletins gives the President’s pulse as 102, 
temperature 99.2, and respiration 18, This 
is a most favorable showing indeed con- 
sidering everything. The morning decline 
of fever after washing out the wound 


atthe morning dressing sustains the sur- 
geons’ theory that the fever this 
morning was caused by the retention of pus 
which was not washed out last evening. 
Everything looks favorable now, according 
to the surgeons and attendants. 


The Cause of the High Pulse. 

WASHINGTON, August 13.—The President’s 
fever had not entirely disappeared last night, 
when it seemed to take a fresh start, and at 
the morning examination the temperature 
was higher than it had been for severa) 
mornings. To the surprise of his associates, 
Dr. Bliss was at the White 
House as early as usual. His 


injured hand and arm were still suspended 
in a sling and he looked very haggard after 
his night of pain. He said he felt better to- 
day; that he piled the medicine in pretty 
lively yesterday and he guessed he would get 
along slow; atany rate he assisted at the 
morning dressing of the wound. After its 
conclusion the President was made comfort- 
able and Dr. Bliss came into Mr. Brown’s 
room for his mail. He greeted the represen- 
tative of the National] Associated Press, and 
in reply to a question whether the tempera- 
ture was not higher this morning than they 
had expected, said: 

“It is, but we have discovered the cause.”

“A corner of the wound was not discharg- 
ing satisfactorily.”’ |

MacVeagh came tothe White House soon 
after 9o’clock. He did not know what to 
think of the high temperature. Dr. Bliss re- 
peated the above explanation. The Attorne 
General seemed satisfied, but said he longe 
for the time when explanations would not be 
necessary. Ati10o0’clock the fever had sub- 
sided somewhat. The President had eaten 
breakfast, of which chicken formed a part, 
and he expressed himself as feeling better 
than for several days past.

The President This Morning. 

WASHINGTON, August 13.—The announce- 
ment of the bulletin this morning that the 
President had fever gave rise to another 
general feeling of uneasiness throughout the 
city. It was evident, ho vever, that this feel- 
ing Was not shared by the surgeons and at- 
tendants of the President. Dr. Bliss, who is 
up again and went to the White 
House this morning, said there 
was no cause for alarm in the President’s 
condition. He said that he would again re- 
peat the doctors had not counted on the 
President getting well right along without 
any more unfavorable changes, that the case 
would fluctuate and the fever this morning 
was one of those fluctuations which might be 
expected until the President gets om his feet. 
The surgeons say the fever of this morn- 
ing and the restlessness of last night 


were caused by retained pus; that they had 
taken out the drainage tube tolet the walls of 
the wound collapse and heal; thatin wash- 
ing the wound out last night some little cav- 
ity was not thoroughly eleansed and the re- 
tention of that small amount of pus caused 
arise of temperature. They say that the 
presence of even RY thimbleful 
of pus in the wound will cause 
a fever. Dr. Bliss said the wound was 
thoroughly cleansed this morning and the 
fever at once subsided; that there was no cause 
for alarm and the President will certainly be 
better to-morrow. Col. Rockwell, who sat 
up with the President last night said to the 
Western Associated Press reporter at noon 
that the President was doing well. 

He said the President expressed himself 
this morning as feeling tirst-rate and that he 
borrowed his (Rockwell’s) eye-glasses early 
this morning and read the headings

mented upon them. To-day Dr. Aguew 
was telegraphed for, but the surgeons say it 
was not because he was specially wanted. 
They say they telegraphed to know when it 
would be convenient for him to come, as Dr.

RAILROADED TO DEATH. 


A Fatal Accident on the Toronto Night 
xpress. 

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., August 13.—A terri- 
ble accident occurred on the Grand Trunk 
Railway at 3:30 this morning which resulted 
in the instant death of the engineer, the seri- 
ous wounding of the fireman, baggage-mas- 
ter and two express messengers and various 
injuries to a number of passengers. The train 
was the 10 p. m. express from Montreal to 
Toronto and consisted of six Pullman 
sleepers, four first-class and second-class 
cars, a postal car, express and baggage car. 
The cars were filled with yeturning excur-

slonists from Montreal, Whd Weré fearly all 
asleep. The train arrived at Prescott Junc- 
tion on time, and the Ottawa sleeper was 
there attached toit. After leaving Prescott 
there is a down grade, and soon the train was 
going fast. An obstruction was encountered, 
and the locomotive jumped the track, carrying 
the tender, baggage, mail, express, smoking 
and two passenger cars withit. They ran on 
the;ties fully a thousand yards, when the en- 
gine went down on embankment. The tender 
passed by and together with the express car 
landed onthe other side ofthe track. The 
baggage car went still furtheron and was 


thrown off alongside the fence. In 
fact every car except the sleepers 
were thrown upside down. The express 
car was smashed into kindling wood, while 
nothing remains of the tender but a few 
pieces of iron. It is truly wonderful how 
the passengers escaped instant death. When 
the passengers recovered from their fright 
search was made for those who occupied the 
forward cars. The engineer, John 
A. Howarth, of Montreal, was 
found with his arm around 
the whistle rope of the locomotive, having 
blown for the brakes twice before he met 
his death. He was a terrible sight. The 
fireman, Wm. Taylor, of Montreal, was dis- 
covered in a field alive but insensible. Robt. 
Scarlet, of Montreal, the baggage-master, 
was also insensible, but soon recovered. His 
shoulder is dislocated and arm sprained. 
How the express messengers, Arthur King, 
of Toronto, and Wm. Mackenzie, of Hamil- 
ton, escaped with their lives 1s a mystery. 
Their car was smashed to splinters, and Mac- 
kenzie, although injured bimself, bravely 
rescued his partner. Both are injured in-

LONDON, August 13.—In the Commons last 
night Ritchie (Conservative) moved an ad- 
dress to the Crown praying the Queen to 
withhold consent from any commercial;treaty 
with France which shall substitute specitic 
for ad;:valorem duties, in any way injuring 
British manufacturers, and which shall bind 
England for more than one year. This is are- 
connoisance of the Conservative protectionists 
intended as a prelude to demonstrations in 
the Provinces during the recess of Parlia- 


ment. Ritchie pointed out that free trade 
had made no progress abroad, and at home 
there was a growing feeling that much of the 
present depression in trade was owing to our 
commercial policy. Though he held protec- 
tion was-of no avail for our manufactures, he 
insisted that steps ought to be taken to save 
them from exclusion from foreign markets. 

Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, opposed 
the motion, but repeated the Government 
would not appove any treaty prejudicial to 
British trade. He then quoted statistics to 
show the trade of the country was 
increasing, and in regard to a 
policy of retaliation, he pointed out that 
a large portion of our imports from France 
were articles of food, and that whatever 
might be the delusions aoroad, the country 
could not tolerate the imposition of duties on 
food. After some discussion Ritchie’s motion 
was negatived—150 to 80.

The Poorest Yet.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., August 13.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture has received returns 
from almost every county in the State, which 
show that the total yield of the winter wheat 
crop for 1881 will be about 22,154,300 bushels, 
Sixty-two counties which produced 32,632,055 
bushels last year this year yield 
but 13,448,565. The past severe winter dam- 
aged alarge portion of the wheat, and the 
Hessian fly and chinch-bug in the same local- 
ities destroved most of the wheat that was 
not winter-killed, leaving barely enough for 
bread and seed. The quality is genera)ly in- 
ferior and the grain much shrunken. The 
crop in allrespects is the poorest produced 
in the State for over -wenty years.

Adventist Camp Meeting and Romantic 
Scenery in the Woods. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
SENTER HOUSE, CENTER HARBOR, 
LAKE WINNIPESAUKEE, N. H. 
August 9, 1881. 


Only three weeks ago I sent you a letter 
from this beautiful lake, this ‘‘Smile of the 
Great Spirit,” which is the meaning of the 
long name the Indians gave the levely piece 
of water. 

And nowlam here again, noton a day’s 
trip from any farmhouse, but as the first 
stage in a long tour through some of the 
most charming resorts of New Hampshire 
and the British Provinces, in which I trust to 
have the pleasure of the company of my 
countless newspaper friends. 

Last Saturday was,to say the least, a warm 
day; indeed, that adjective doesn’t describe it 
at all, but as the long predicted ‘‘cool wave” 
bas at last overtaken us, we’ll say noth- 
ing of the weather of Saturday, but will 
just let it pass. Traveling was not after all, 
however, so particularly uncomfortable, for 
the Boston, Concord and Montreal road is a 
decidedly easy and pleasant one in respect of 
its cars, rate of speed and general accommo- 
dations, while the country through which it 
passes, from the very leaving of Boston, is 
not to be surpassed for beauty and variety of 
scenery. The fields and meadows looked 
greener and fresher, the woods denser and 
shadier, and the rivers and lakes along the 
route are refreshing and lovely in the extreme. 
Thereis nove of that low. marsh-land and 
general swampiness which characterize the 
country through which the shore-lines run, 
and, lover of the ocean though I am, the deli- 
cious charm of New England inland has for 
once taken full possession of my senses, and 
1 am as delighted with it as I could be with 
any tempting beauty of foreign scenery in 
whatever land or clime. 

Leaving the Hub at high noon, we 
steamed through Lowell over the line into 
New Hampshire, and oy way of Nashua, 
Manchester, Concord and other prominent 
cities of the Granite State, to the steamboat 


landing of the lake, known, for some reason 
or no reason, as “The Weirs,’’ which we 
reached at 4:30. 

Now The Weirs is a very pretty place in 
itself, and it is fast growing in importance. 
There is a charming camp meeting grove 
there, with a large number of picturesque 
cottages, gay with gingerbread-work, and 
with boats at their back doors quite in the 
Venetian style. When we passed through 
the place the Unitarians were holding a flour- 
ishing meeting there, which closed on Sun- 
day. followed yesterday by the Temperance 
people, who are holding forth this week to 
whoever will hear, and many seem to be 
called, though, perhaps, ‘*‘few are chosen.” 
This is a great place for camp- 
meetings, by-the-way, this Winni- 

aukee Lake. At Wolfboro’ the 
Adventists are occupying their camp- 
ground forthe eighth season, and perhaps 
their last, for their lease runs out, I under- 
stand this year, andthey have but a little 
handful now. Secarcely more than a half 
dozen tents are up, with no cottages and no 
gingerbread, but a lot of skeleton frames, 
which are canvasiess, and some deserted- 
looking wooden structures for storage pur- 
poses, etc. 

i called on them yesterday, when at Wolf- 
bor, and found literally but “two or three,”’ 
with a single cypher added, at the morning 
meeting in the great tent. They were not a 
verv advanced-looking set, though hones and 
well-meaning. Twoor three earnest breth- 
ren “held forth’? in bad grammar, and 
with 1rathersad ataempt towards gettiag 
up an excitement when there was nobody to 
excite, and a couple of sisters with §woebe- 
gone faces aed voices—but there! I will say 
no more, lest it be thought thatI am laughing 
at them, and such athing is far enough from 
my thonghts. I respect all who intend and 
strive to do right, according to their light. 
But like many other honest, earnest people, 
they “strain at gnats,’’ whether or not they 
swallow any camels. Three old gentlemen of 
different, but odd New England types at- 
tempted to answer a question or two of mine 
<oncerning the number who attend their 
meetings, and ended, not by telling me that 
for which I asked, but by explaining that 
ihe reason that more didn’t come is that 
there has been a split somewhere in the Ad- 
vent sect, and that they at Wolfboro don’t 
believe as do they at Aiton Bay (another 
pretty place at the southern extremity of the 
lake, Where is still another camp-meeting 
ground—a large and flourishing one, I under- 
stand), for the latter believe that all the dead 
are to he resurrected, while the former be- 
lieve that all the wicked dead never rise 
again. ‘**And,’’ savs one of the three, ‘*now 
another truth is aboutto come out, and you 
people here won’t admit it, and that is the 
age tocome.’”? ‘The other two rather stirred 
up atthis,and a hot theologica! discussion 
seemed pending, while I stood by feeling my- 
selfto be the innocent stirrer-up of strife, 
snd wishing Il could get outof it. But the 
storm-cloud passed over without bursting, 
and I leftthem. 

On Sunday I attended a service which was 
really interesting inthe pretty, tiny, pearl- 
colored “meeting-house’’ just across the 
road from the Senter Honse. The rain pour- 
ed down all the morning, butabout two-score 
people came between the drops. The pastor 
18 a fair-haired, blue-eyed boy of surely not 
more than twenty-one or two vears;: but the 
sermon was preached by a venerable, white- 
liaired stranger, a summer visitor in the 
Vicinity. 

@ But } far these topics will bore you; so to 
return to Saturday and The Weirs, from 
which our trip to Center Harbor was made 
on board the staunch little craft, the ‘‘Lady of 
the Lake,” with her queer figure-head, a full- 
length wooden woman with sky-blue floating 
petticoats, scarlet jaeket, hat in one hand 
and oar in the other—a _ fun- 
Wy squatty figure, to which t doubt 
if any sailor could do true homage. 
But you’ll remember, the pilot of this boat 
is a favorite of mine, and itis a pleasant one 
for a sail, and the afternoon was lovely if it 
was hot, and—we reached the Senter House 
just in time fortea. What didI tell you of 
the Senter Hayse when I wrote from the lake 
before? Whateyer jit was, 1 tell you now 
that in allmy experience of hotels on both 
sides of the Atlantic I never found a pleas- 
' anter or one better kept. If it were not so 
unwsthetic to say much about the sense of 
taste I should like to “‘gush”’ a little about 
the table, but I will let it pass with merely 
the general expression of opinion given above. 
With a full, unobstructed view of the lake 
and all the surrounding mountains, the loca- 
tion on the pretty rich green slope of Center 
Harbor is a delightful one. The houseis very 
nearly full, about a hundred guests being 
present, and the names on the register repre- 
senting people from every section of the 
country, from the British Provinces te Cali- 
fornia. The most noticeable features 
of the society here are the ladies and chil- 
dren; the gentlemen are somewhat in the 
minority, and the young girls, of whom there 
are a considerable number, arein sad lack of 
attendants sometimes, which is rather a pity, 
for a more attractive set of fair maidens than

If it were not for Wolfboro the attractions 
of Center Harbor might make the northern 
end of the lake too heavy and might upset 
the whole body of water right into the moun- 
tains, but as itis the rival resort at the south 
of the lake serves to keep the equilibrium of 
Winnipesaukee, and the two lake steamers 
ply constantly across the water, many trips 
daily, and loads of passengers sail over the 
lovely waters and discuss the relative merits 
of the two resorts. But where authorities 
differ let me not attempt to decide. 

Wolfbero is certainly a charming old coun- 
try town—especially in the present delicious- 
ly cool weather, and we mean to make a stop 
there of quite as many days as here, perhaps 
more, for our plans are happily elastic, and 
when there yesterday we met some old friends 
oot seen fore for years. And 
then the Glendon House is ve 
tempting, if one enjoys a really jolly goo 
time, for which I must confess a weakness. 
The trouble yesterday was, that every room 
was full of guests, for people will go there, 
and crowd this pretty house, when other ho- 
tels are languishing in more aristocratic 
solitariness. A certain atmosphere may al- 
ways be said to characterize every hotel, and 
the atmosphere of the Glendon carries with 
it cunmenions of ease and comfort in regard 
to “getting acquainted” and “‘dressing;’’ of 
moonlight rows on the lake and hops in the 
parlor—for do not young men surprisingly 
abound there? And is there not another 
small hotel just across the road, which is lit- 
erally filled up with individuals of that sex so 
useful when hops aud rows (a long ‘*‘o’’) 
plainly are in prospect? And what could be 
more so? -(Of course, this is all strictly im- 
personal, and for the benefit of my young lady 
readers who may wish to come to the lake.)

New night dresses of surah are imported, 
with shirrings over the shoulders and upon 
the bishop sleeves. Thev are also adorned 
with quantities of wash lace and white em- 
broidery. 

Handsome Louis Quinze slippers are dis- 
played, made of black satin, and embroidered 
With an arabesque design in ruby and steel 
beads.

Among artiticial fowers there is a great 
vogue for cut silk blossoms, with beaded or 
tinsel hearts, the bluebell, geranium, bva- 
cinth and polyanthus being all reproduced 
inthis manner.

Some of the newest striped silks haye hand- 
some broad bands of satin, separated by 
ribbed stripes of a contrasting color. These 
silks are usually made up with the skirts 
laid in kilts the width of the broad satin 
stripe, and left free at the bottom to show the 
brighter stripe underneath. Thus,a dress 
of black and gold satin stripes has the skirt 
trimmed with four straight ruffles laid tin 
plaits, with the black satin stripe outside, 
the gold stripe being just faintly seen in the 
interstices.

WESTMINSTER ABBEY.

We are 20 cacustomed to the fact that little 
or pothing remains of most English abbeys 
except the church that we say ‘‘abbey’’ when 
we mean “‘church” in a great many cases. As 
a good deal remaips of the conventual build- 
ings of Westminster Abbey, there is nothing 
extraordinary in going up stairs or down 
stairs or inthe abbot’s chamber. But such 
ups and downs within the church itse!f strike 
the visitor as somewhat strange. He does 
not know,or bas no means of knowing, 
that there are in some places at least two 
stories above the ground floor, 
that above some of the chapels 


are hanging chantries, miniature churches « 


in themselves, and long-drawn aisles. 
fullof strange monuments. None of these 
nooks are shown tothe public. It would be 
impossible to show them to more than a very 
few visitors atatime. The stairs are not 
only narrow and dark, but fragile in some 
cases, and when youreach at length the 
upper floor you often find fta very irregular 
surface onthe topof the groining, without 
any railing to prevent you from falling into 
the nave or choir below. Nor is it altogether 
worth the trouble invelvedin ascending, for 
people do not care to get behind the scenes 
and be made acquainted with the seamy side 
of what they only know-as the perfection of 
beauty and order. - 

The most lovely buildings in the world 
have their uncomely parts, and Westminster 
Abbev is no exception to the rule. The 
strange thing about visiting the triforium is 
the difficulty of recognizing the antiquity, 
the historical association, the absolute vaiue 
of every heap of dusty rubbish 
which has accumulated there in the course 
of centuries. Here, a bundle of 
pieces of broken boarding are the canopy of 
some great king’s tomb removed to make way 
for the burial of a greater. ‘There, a heap of 
broken stones are the fragments of the mon- 
uments and chantries destroyed as idolatrous 
in fanatical times. A confused collection ina 
corner of carved and gilded scraps of pluster 
or wood represents the pomp of heraldic 
ornament at the funcral of a duke ora cgen- 
eral. Nothing is lost that has once found its 
way into the church; and the storehouse has 
ample room for everything worth preserving, 
as well as for much that bas ceased to interest 
the people of this generation. The ascent is 
made by various flights of stairs. One of 
these opens on the east aisle of the cloister, 
close tothe entrance of the cbapter-house. 
When tbe ancient church of the Confessor 
was superseded by the more maugnificent 
building of Henry III., the cloisters, though 
they abutted on the new ground-plan of the 
western aisle of the south transept, were not 
removed, and the Poet’s Corner is thus de- 
prived of its full proportions. The cloister is 
much lower than the aisle would have been 
in its place; and over it is the muniment 
room, with itsiron-bound coffers. The tri- 
forium is another flight above, and the wind- 
ing stair is steep, slippery and dark. When 
at length we stand on the red brick pavement 
and look around, we are surprised to observe 
the great size of the chamber which inter- 
venes between the top of the vaulting below 
and the timbers of the roof above. Nothing 
gives a better idea of the vastness of a build- 
ing than to see the greatness of its minor 
parts. The pavement, which only dates from 
the time of Wren, becomes more irregular as 
we turn into the triforium of the nave. 

It conceals the “‘pockets” of the vaulting, 
receptacles probably filled with fragments of 
thé statues and altars displaced at the refor- 
mation. At thefurtherend, in the south 
tower over the abbot’s chapel or baptistry, 
the floor was of wood. On its being removed 
the remains of Torregiano’s images in terra- 
cotta, for the decoration of the altar in Henry 
VIT.’s chapel,were found. They indicate rather 
than prove the magnificence ofthe whole 
structure, but are broken into such minute 
pieces that the united efforts of several an- 
tiquaries have sofar failed to make up a 
single complete figure. Among them isthe 
‘‘torso’”’ of a splendialy modeled statue of 
the dead Saviour, and beautiful are the feet 
of the angels of the canopy. His altar, which 
was engraved by Sanford as the monument 
of Edward VI., was destroyedin 1643 by one 
Sir Robert Harlow, who deserves to go down 
to posterity with Erostratus and Lloyd. Some 
portions, identified at Oxford among the Ar- 
undel marbles by Mr. Middleton, have been 
recently restored to their place, but it is to be 
feared that the terra-cotta fragments in the 
triforium are beyond repair. The chamber 
over the vaulting of the abbot’s chapel, in 
which they were found, was that occupied, it 
is said, by Bradshaw, president of the high 
court of justice which condemned Charles I. 

The deanery, with which by a separate 
staircase this part of the triforium communi- 
cates, was granted to Bradshaw, who died in 
it in 1659. Constant tradition avers that he 
died in this very room, a room which certain- 
ly was at some period used as a lodging, for 
it contains a fireplace of late perpendicular 
work. Hence. along the tritforium his rest- 
less spirit walks on the nightsof the 3th of 
January and the 22d of November, and in 
trulb a more ghastly looking corner than this 
it would be difficult to imagine. Little 
cherubs peep out here and there from behind 
the marble pancakes removed from the mon- 
ument below of Admiral Tyrrell. Close by 
are two wooden obelisks removed in 1875 
from the entrance to the choir, where, ac- 
cording to Dart’s view. they stood on the 
summit of a pair of tall classical gateposts. A 
label on one of them attributes the carving 
to Gibbons, but this ascription is more than 
doubtful. In those parts of the triforium 
Which are over the apsidal chapels some cur- 
ious collections bave been formed. A _ but- 
tress of Henry VII.’s chapei long concealed a 
window bere, and in it buve been found some 
panels of the original glazing of the thirteenth 
century. 

Another interesting place up-stairs is the 
chantry or chapel of Henry V._ Itis a kind 
of gallery over the headless efligy so familiar 
at the end of the confessor’s chapel. Weare’ 
accustomed to admire the swans and ante- 
lopes, and the curious scenes from the King’s 
life which are carved on the high screen un- 
der which we pass on the way to the chapel 
of Henry VII., without remembering that it 
conceals one of the most elaborate little build- 
ings of that age now remaining. It is raised 
so high that people far down in the nave 
must have been able to see the daily eleva- 
tion of the host, and, with a certain felicity, 
leading as it does to the lady chapel, was ded- 
icated to the Annunciation. Some ingenious 
person has discovered that the western side 
of the screen, With itstall stairease towers. 
forms the letter H, the initial of Henry’s 
name, and unfortunately some still more in- 
genious person has discovered that the hel- 
met on the crossbeam is not that in which 
the King fought at Agincourt, but one spec- 
ially ordered by the undertakers for the fu- 
neral. Itis more solid, but scarcely more 
important, in truth, than the three-score-and- 
ten we saw in the triforium. 

When we climb into aneighboring chantry, 
that of Abbot Islip, we find it filled with stil! 
more singular funeral monuments. ‘The wax 
works are no longer shown to the public, yet 
they are worth seeing, and are probably the 
most vivid likenesses remaining of the few 
persons they represent. Dean Stanley strange- 
ly observes that **they were even highly es- 
teemed as works of art.’”?’ No doubt they 
were. Itisunquestionable that the figure of 
Chatham, with his keen eyes, his bushy eye- 
brows—features both lost in ordinary sculp- 
ture—his great nose, his commanding atti- 
tude, is brought more distinctly before the 
mind by a sight of this wonderfully speaking 
eflicy. Did Macaulay ever see little William 
of Orange standing on a cushion beside his 
tall, stout wife, and observe the intensely real 
look of the slight figure and the worn yet vi- 
yacious face? Certainly these figures were 
the work of no mean master, and ifthe Dnch- 
ess of Richmond and her dead son, lying in 
state, are not so good, it is rather because the 
subjects were not equaltothe art than be- 
cause the art failed to do them justice. Even 
the comparatively faded figure of Charles IL., 
which faces the spectator as he enters the 
chantry, is startling with its appearance of 
reality.

Starting from Rotkreuz, 
Lucerne, the St. Gothard 
western shore of Lake Zug, he 
of the Righi and by Lake Lowerz, str ing 
the Lake of Lucerne at Brunnen. From 
Fluelen the line begins to ascend the valley 
of the Reuss, attaining an altitude of 1,558 
feet above the level of the sea at the village 
of Erstfeld, five miles from Fluelen. Upto 
this point the gradient of the line nowhere 
exceeds 10 in 1,000; but from Erstfeld to the 
next station. Amsteg, it rises 26 feet in every 
1,000. From Amsteg the line runs through a 
number of short tunnels and over a numer 
of bridges to Gurtnellen, eight miles from Flu- 
elen, where itattains an altitude of 2,24i 
feet: From Gurtnellen the line ascends the 
mountain side in a series of bold spirals, cross- 
ing the Reuss several times, and passing 
through the Pfaffensprung Tunnel, 1,49: 
metres in length. And then, running through 
the Wattingen Tunnel, it reaches the station 
of Wasen, 3,008 feet above the sea level. Leav- 
ing Wasen, the line runs back again in the 
direction of Fluelen; then, turning, passes 
the Naxberg Tunnel, 1,570 metres in length, 
and reaches the station of Goschenen. Here 
the St. Gothard Tunnel, nine and a half miles

SARATOGA, August 10.—Nothing could be 
more dazzling inthe way of feminine dis- 
play than the vision of a Saratoga belle as 
she comes walking down to the springs upon 
these bright summer mornings, or as she 
goes whirling through the giddy mazes of the 
waltz beneath the glittering chandeliers ofthe 
ball-room. Upon both occasions her toilet is 
brilliant and extravagant in the extreme.

FASHIONABLE DISPLAY. 

One of the charms of Saratoga life is that 
bere everybody may do as he pleases. He 
who wiskes to muke a (dazzling dispiay ino 
mattcrs of dress, cquipage and all that so as 
to cutshine his neighbor, can do so. One 
may have his trouble for his pains, together 
with the small satisfaction of glittering 
for a little while before the world 
like a brilliant meteor, which often goes 
cut as suddenly as it appeared. Much of the 
ostentatious wealth and splendor which 
dazzled Saratoga a short time after the war, 
the costly wardrebes, profusion of jewels and 
pretentious four-in-hands which crowded 
Rroadway, have disappeared.

There must always be some 
wall-flowers in society, here as well as else- 
where, and there is often more pleasure in 
looking quietly on at the great whirl than in 
rushing madly through it. Thereis at least 
less weariness of both body and mind and 
more genuine enjoyment of summer ease and 
comfort. 

IN THE BALL-ROOM. 

Full dress is the rule for gentlemen who 
wish to attend the hops at the Grand Union 
Hotel. The ladies also are not allowed to 
wear hats. We never yet saw the man who 
liked to wear a swallow-tailed coat; but fash- 
ion is a rigid tyrant before whose behests 
men, as well as women, must bow. Hops 
are given on alternate nights atthe large ho- 
tels, and there are evening concerts on the 
piazzas, Which are much pleasanter, except 
for those who love dancing or who wish to 
display their elaborate toilets.

‘‘Beauty unadorned”? may do very well for 
some out-of-the-way country nook, but it 
would be soon lost sight of in brilliant Sar- 
atoga. 

AT THE RACES, 

Tbe second season of the races has begun, 
and they are well attended. The ladies have 
acquired the fashion of betting, and there is 
a good deal of fun and excitement among 
them upon the grand stand over buying the 
French pools, which cost five dollars each. 
They often club togetherin buying a pool, 
each paying one dollar, and althongnh no great 
amount of money is made in this manner,but 
little is lost. Sometimes, however, a lady 
makes 2 lucky hit, and becomes for a little 
time the wonder and admiration of her fair 
companions. One peculiarity of a lady’s bet- 
ting is, that she generally selects the horse 
which suits her fancy as it covers the course, 
or she ‘‘goes it biind’’ and selects any horse 
on the list, irrespective of pedigree or re- 
nown, and is just as tikely to win as any male 
wiseacie among her friends who pretends to 
thoroughly understand the dark ways of but- 
ting, but who, oddly enough, seems always 
to bet his money on the losing horse. Those 
lagies who are troubled with conscientious 
scruples take a solemn vow to devote their 
Winnings to charity, but as they generally 
lose **charity’’ suffers accordingly. 

HOTELS AND BOARDING-HOUSES. 

The hotels are all full and the boarding- 
houses overflowing with guests.

The Hathorn and Congress, being ca- 
thartic, are drunk in the morning; the iron 
springs, the Columbian and Washington are 
taken at noon and at night before retiring.

The handsomest man in Saratoga is said to 
be Col. Nicholas Smith, son-in-law of the late 
Horace Greeley. Col. Smith is a stalwart 
brunette Kentuckian, and is the cynosure of 
all eyes Whenever he appears. Not only the 
ladies, but also the men, regard him with 
wondering admiration. With such a remark- 
able face and figure, the Colonel ought to 
have been born either a prince or a poet, for 
he would easily fill one’s.ideal of both. The 
wittiest man at the Springs is Emory A. 
Storrs, the famous Chicago lawyer, who will 
keep a whole circle laughing for an- v over 
a perfect shower of funny stories and jokes. 
The richest man is Wm. H. Vanderbilt, and 
he is also among the quietest and least pre- 
tentious. Jay Gould is among our Wall street 
magnates upon the piazzas; also. Hon. C. M.

THE SCHOLAR-POPE. 


Incidents of Leo’s School Days and 
Points in His Policy. 


Greenville-Murray in Continental Times. 


Leo XIII. is a crowned scholar. From q 
child he took kindly to his book, and the Jesu. 
its turned bim into ome of the first Latinists 
of the age. The one result was pretty cer- 
tain to follow from the other, as the key to 
the educational success of tke Jesuits is to 
be foundin their principle of first ascertain. 
ing a pupil’s aptitudes and then -cultivating 
them to the best of their power. Joachim 
Pecci’s youth was a sertes of academical tri- 
umphs, each of which signalized the addi- 
tion of a fresh province of learningto his in- 
tellectua] dominions. Clussies were first mas- 
tered, then matbematics, next physics, and 
atterward moral philosopby, in —whie) 
he gave instruction at the age of 19. Perhaps 
he might ha¥e remaincd a scholar an 
nothing more, but in the third decade of hi, 
life he fellunder the influence—one would 
rather say rose tothe influence—of the fa- 
rious Cardinal Odescalchi, @ man who,in an. 
other age might have replayed the great part 
of Ignatius Loyola. Odescalchi it was who 
renounced the purpleto enter the order ot! 
Jesus and gave innumerable other proofs of 
Christian humility and devotion to bis mas- 
ter’s cause. Among the services he rendere( 
to the Church of Rome not the least was the 
conversion of Pecci, as one may call it, in the 
true sense of the word. Heturned his mind 
to a serious though not austere view of reli- 
cion, and had the happiness of admitting him 
to holy orders. Pecct was then 27, and al- 
ready a lay prelate in the household of Gre- 
gory XVI. 

Like every Pope since the Reformation, Leo 
XIII. isa thoroughly good man. Stiil, if one 
may venture to compare his moral standard 
with that of bisimmediate predecesser, one 
would beinclined to state the difference be- 
tween them as consisting inthe fact that Leo 
has more of the wisdom of the serpent, while 
Pius bad more of the innocence of the dove. 
Pius kept a child-like heart and faith to the 
last, and the Bishop of Perugia,who knew the 
world and showed it, rose but slowly into his 
sovereign’s confidence. He received the red 
bat in 1853, but was not appointed Camerlen- 
go till 24 years later. The days of Pius were 
already numbered, and he must have known 
that in thus singling out Pecci fur distinction 
he was also designating him as a desirable 
successor. The courtly and accomplished 
Cardinal bad at length won his way to the 
pontiff’s cordial esteem. Pius, too, may have 
suspected that he had set too little store by 
the wisdom of this world, and that, humanly 
speaking, no small share of it would be neces- 
sary to the man who was next to steer 
the bark of St. Peter through the troubled 
waters. 


Leo XIII. has now reigned more than three 
years, and the broad lines of his policy are 
sufficiently defined. His attitude towards 
the governments of Europeis the wisest, if 
it be not the only possible one he could have 
adopted. Hestands on the defensive and 
bides his time. Two points in the pure.y 
spiritual policy of Leo XIII. deserve notice. 

he second of the Popes officially recognized 
as infallible, he has not, any more than the 
first, made the slightest use of the extraordi- 
nary powcrs vested by the last general coun- 
cil in the Holy See. He has defined no disput- 
eddoctrine. In truth, the council which 
preclaimed the Pope infallible where speak- 
ing ex cathedra has necessarily made the Pope 
very cautious of giving expression toex ¢a- 
thedra utterances. Absolute power has 
often been remarked to exercise a sobering 
influence on _ its ossessor. Even 80, 
authority to decide the most solemn 
questions without appeal is one which a man 
who is at once an Italian and a priest, « 
scholar and a diplomatist, will not be likely 
to abuse. Thisis the negative result of Leo’s 
reign; the positive is the new impulse he has 
given to the study of the works of St. Thomas 
Aquinas. When one remembers that the an- 
gelic doctor was the favorite of Maurice—un- 
questionably the largest-minded of Protest- 
ant theoiogians—one cannot help deriving « 
better hope for the future of the univers:! 
church from this circumstance. And, what- 
ever opinion we muy have of the schoolmeu, 
it is surely an excellent sign of the times when 
the chief pastor of Christendom seeks to com- 
bat unbelief, not, as of old, with the tempo- 
ral sword, but simply by the study of whit 
he holds to be the soundest philosophy. The 
present generation may or may not accept the 
conclusions of St. Thomas; it will eertainly 
gain by studying, if only with a view to re- 
fute him.

Chorus Singer Amweg Alleges They 
Were Used on Him, 


of Inestimable Value to 
Him” Seized. 


Hence His Suit for $10,000 Against Will 
ogo Haseltine, Jr., and Fred.

The $10,000 damage suit of John 
Amweg, the chorus-singer, against Ww. 
B. Haseltine and Fred. Paramore, was filed 
this morning in the Circuit Court by F. X. 
McCabe and W. @. Jones, his attorneys. The 
following is an exact copy of the document: 


State of Missouri, City of St. Louis—ss. 
In the Circuit Court City of St. Louis, 

October Term, 1881. John M. Amweg, Jr., 
laintiff, vs. William B. Haseltine, Jr., and 
‘rederick W. Paramore, defendants. 

Plaintiff states that he now ia and for many 
weeks last past and at the dates hereinafter 
mentioned has been and was» member of 
Ford’s Comic Opera Company, playing at 
Uhrig’s Cave inthe city of St. Louis. That 
he, plaintiff, is and has ever 
been a peaceable, orderly, quiet 
and well behaved citizen, and inall things 
and at alltrmes has conducted himselfin a 
law-abiding manner, and that in the city of 
St. Louis and elsewhere hehas ever borne a 
character and reputation without stain, re- 
proach or blot. ‘ 

Plaintiff, for cause of action against de- 
fendants berein, states that the defendants 
William B. Haseltine and Frederick W. Para- 
more, onthe 9th day of August, 1881, moved 
thereto by malice and ill-will towards plain- 
tiff, and with the intent to inflict on plaintiff 
great bodily — andinjury, and to insult, 
browbeat, threaten, intimidate and _ terrify 
plaintiff, and by means of such bodily pain 
and harm and threats and intimidations as 
aforesaid to cause and force plaintiff to make 
certain admissions, and to sign papers con- 
taining statements and retractions calculated 
torenure to the benefit of defendants and others 
(not necessary for the purposes of this action 
here te name), and to place him, said plain- 
tiff, in a false, wrong and degrading position 
before the people of this city and public, and 
to force from plaintiff and cause plaintiff to 
give up and surrender to defendants certain 
personal property in the shape of 
graphs, etc., belonging to plaintiff, did ma- 
liciously and wickedly agree, combine, con- 
federate and conspire together to entice and 
decoy plaintiff into some secluded and private 
place wherein said wicked, malicious and 
cruel purposes of defendants, as above set 
forth, might be carried out in and upon the 
— ot plaintiff, his property and reputa- 

ion. 

That. in pursuance of -the afore- 
said cruel and wicked designs and 
plots of defendants,against plaintiff, said de- 
tendants agreeing, confederating and con- 
spiring together, falsely and moliciously, on 
the date aforesaid, did entice plaintiff into 
the oflice of defendant Frederick H.Paramore, 
on the southeast corner of Fourth and Pine 
streets, in the city of St. Louis aforesaid, by 
fa'sely pretending to plaintiff that they would 
go into said office in a friendly manner to 
partake of refreshments, and that plaintiff, 
believing and trusting defendants, did ac- 
company them and one Louis F, Linn to said 
room. 

Plaintiff further states that on said day, at 
the place aforesaid, and with the wicked and 
malicious intent on the part of defendants to 
carry out the plots, designs and conspiracy 
against plaintiff aforesaid, the defendant 
Haseltine did then and there maliciously as- 
sault plaintiff in a cowardly and brutal man- 
ner, and did beat, maltreat, wound and dis- 
figure plaintiff, and that said last named de- 
fendant also maliciously, cowardly and 
brutally assaulted plaintiff, who was defense- 
less, With aloaded revolver; that said de- 
fendant Paramore maliciously, cowardly 
and brutally assaulted and struck plaintiff 
on the head, near the eye and ear of plaintiff, 
three several times with a loaded cane; that 
both of said defendants maliciously, and for 
the purpose of furthering the objects of the 
conspiracy aforesaid, at the same time and 
place, made use towards plaintiff of threat- 
ening, insulting and violent language, there- 
bv, and by the acts of bodily violence above 
set forth, forcing plaintiff (who by reason of 
such acts of violence and threats considered 
his life endangered) to write, sign and sur-

theusand dollars. Whereupon plaintiff asks 
judgment against defendants for said amount 
of $10,000, together with the costs of this suit.

A sample of 20,000 bushels No. 2 red wheat, 
resent standard, loaded yesterday into the 
arges, was sbown to-day, the quality of 
which was excellent, but much better, it was 
said, than the type-samples presented of the 
new grade of No, 2. 

It is consoling to know tbat there is one 
article of country produce where the crop is 
notsbort. This is the watermelon crop. The 
supply, however, in this market has been 
scant and the price held up stiffly. There are 
none short on watermelons, except such as 
have partaken freely of them. 

The Chicago speculators are said to be en- 
tirely unconcerned by the wheat corner star- 
ing them in the face, and seem to have a hap- 
py belief that the Cincinnati clique will come 
to grief. They remember that J. B. Lyon 
found a wheat corner more than he could 
handle, and the great Phil. Armour made no 


/ money out of his wheat deal of 1878, while 


the reeollection of the Keene deal wherein 
$8,000,000 was sunk is still fresh. 


An operator and exporter, who at the be- 
ginning of the season was a most uncom- 
promising bear, and who backed his opinion 
with his money, was asked this morning, 
‘‘How’s Liverpool? Understand she’s ex- 
cited and higher.’’ “So she is. 
Those fellows on the other _ side 
are just finding out what isthe matter over 
here. Our Agricultural Bureau with its 83 
percent reports has been fooling them, as 
they relied entirely and believed in its re- 
port. Now they are discovering that they 
went wrong. Instead of a shortage of fifty 
million, the crop will be hundred and eighty 
million short. Putthat down in vour book.”’

At close the 
feeling was strong on corn and wheat, but oats 
weak, with many and free sellers.

Frank Schmidt, a Crazy Barber, Kills 
His Wife by Abuse. 


A mostinhbuman affair, resulting in the 
death ofan estimable woman, culminated 
last night at 1518 £O’Fallon street. 
The details of __ this tragedy ure 
of the most revolting description and utterly 
untit for publication, and it is extremely dif- 


ficult to tell the story without pvrossnexs. 
Frank Schmidt is a barber living at 1513 
O'Fallon street. He has been married for the 
past ten years, and is now about thirty-four 
years old. His wife was, perhaps, a year 
or two older. ‘There are six children living 
asthe resultofthe union, the oldest being 
only &. A baby was born to Mrs.Schmidt just 
a month ago to-day and, at the time of its 
birth her husband was stricken with an 
erotic mania. The child had hardly been 
born when he began to abuse 
the woman persistentiy. He seemed to have 
lost his mind and to have only one idea left. 
she was attacked with fever 
and almost constant neuralgia 
and her sufferings were intense. She ap- 
pealed to the neighbors for protec- 
tion but they were afraid to 
interfere, the more so because 
they knew Schmidt to be an affectionate, 
loving busband, and a steady, sober man, vho 
provided well for his family and took care of 
them. Frequently at night the 
neigbbors would be roused bv her shrieks of 
pain. butdid not know whattodo. Sehmidt 
is a Catholic, and one of the _ priests 
from St. Joseph’s Church reasoned with him 
only the other day on bis conduct, and he 
nromised to amend. Last night, 
however his mania was worse than 
«ver, and this morning the wife was found 
dead in ner bed. Both the midwife and the 
doctor say that her decease was caused bv 
his abuse. As she lies dead she is a 
most repulsive-looking object. Her mouth 
is open and her lips drawo back tightly over 
the molar teeth, while her face is framed 
with coarse strands of hair. 

Sergeant Jenks had Schmidt arrested, aad 
he is now in the “(Third District 
Station. His talk is 80 incohe- 
rent that one can make no sense 
of what he says. The Coroner 
has been natitied, and an’. in- 
cuest will be held’ shortly upon the 
remains. The family are well fo do. ’The 
voungest baby is almost ina dying condition,

A ROMANCE IN REAL LIFE,

f an English Book on Ameri- 
= can Farm Production. 
From the St. James Gazette. 


ission of America, according to her 

oun “proud boast, 1s to feed the civilized 
world. The mission ef Mr. Finlay Dun is to 
inform the world how this function of Amer- 

ica is being fulfilled. By a rough and rapid 
process, bearing considerable analogy to the 

Chicago method of disposing of a porxer, Mr. 

Dun has produced a volume as closely packed 
with information as one of the Messrs. Lib- 
by’s “cans’’ isfull of meat. Figures and 
facts are cut up, disjointed, and packed away, 
ready for exportation with the utmost neat- 
ness, economy and dispatch. What is not 
meat is butter, or sausages, or soap, OF glue. 
Whosoever reads the book, his brain reels 
under the burden of compressed statistics; 
and Mr. Finlay Dun’s transports over the 
riches of America—whether in the celebrated 
blue grass of Kentucky, the amber sugar of 
Minnesota, or the oleomargarine which, eX- 
cept that itbas a flavor of beef suet, 1s 
better than the best of fresh butter—be- 
come a little tedious at last. His facts are 
very valuable. They have been collected with 
singular industry; but in his deductions from 
them he shows arather narrow philosophy. 
His book is acompilation of letters written to 
the Times in the autumn of 1879, when Mr. 
Dun wasengaged with Messrs. Read anid 
Pell in reporting upon the capabilities of the 
United States asa home for depressed British 
agricuiturists. The result of bis visit was to 
impress him very strongly with the wealth 
andthe productive resources of America, 
though his own figures hardly justify the con- 
clusion that,in the United States only is ag- 
riculture to be profitably pursued by English- 
men. These figures are, however, sufficiently 
remarkable. The production of food, both 
animal and vegetable, by America, has in- 
creased and is increasingin aratio greater 
than the population. As the Western prairie 
lands are occupied by immigration, the area 
of supply is rapidly extending. Mr. Finlay 
Dun believes thatthe surplus of production 
can be maintained and even increased 
without perceptible limit. Of their 
total wheat crop the United Stater are 
now able tospare one-third for exportation. 
In 1880, to the total deficit of fourteen million 
quarters in Great Britain, America contrib- 
uted nine and a half millions. The great 
source of this over-abundant supply of wheat 
is the States west of the Mississippi, which 
produce more than threefold of the bome de- 
mand. At present American wheat can be 
soldin England ata profit toall concerned 
at forty-two shillings a quarter—a rate which 
makes compctition by the British farmer 
hopeless. To bis own question whether 
America can continue to supply wheat at the 
above price, Mr. Dun does not give avery 
clear answer, though he enlarges upon the 
millions of atres stillto beoccupied in the 
far West. The cheapness of American wheat 
is not due to better farming, but solely, as it 
would appear, tothe natural fertility of the 
land, which is cropped very year without ma- 
nure. This average yield of 
wheat per acre in the States 
is only from twelve to thirteen bushels, 
which is one-half of the produce of an aver- 
ave English acre. Ino flesh mext the advan- 
tage possessed by the American farmer is not 
so obvious. At present it is calculated that 
American beef can be sold in the English 
market ata profitif it realizes 6'z pence a 
pound, which is less than the English farmer 
can afford to grow it at. But the American 
grower is favored by some exceptional condi- 
ticns, Whicn can not be expected to be ever- 

lasting. The area of beef productien in 
America, though enormous, is relatively not 
so large as that of the grain supply, and, con- 
trary to what will bappen in the latter case, it 
will diminish as population increases. A 
great proportion of the cheapness at which 
cattle and sheep are reared in the Western 
States is due, according to Mr. Dun, to the 
facility enjoyed by their owners in grazing 
over State and unoccupied lands without pay- 
ment—a privilege which will necessarily be 
curtailed as land increases in value.

DEATH FROM HYDROPHOBIA. 


Fatal Consequences of a Wound In- 
flicted Four Months Ago. 
From the N. Y. Herald. 

James Cavanaugh, 13 years of age, son of a 
backman residing at No. 205 West Twenty- 
ninth street, was cautioned by his mother one 
night in April of this year not to go on the 
street again. He disobeyed that instruction 
and gotaway. Just prior to this act of dis- 
obedience some boys in the neighborhood had 
been teasing a spotted carriage dog that be- 
lonved tothe engine company on Eleventh 
street and avenue B. When the dog got 
clear away from his tormentors the first boy 
he encountered was James. He sprang upon 
him and bit the base of his index finger, 
making a rather severe wound that penetrat- 
edtothe paim of the hand. It bled freely, 
and the boy was taken to Dr. Macdona’s drug 
store,inthe neighborhood, and the wound 
was cauterized. A few days afterward he 
was able to attend school, and the incident 
was gradually forgotten by kis parents and 
his playmates. About two weeks ago his 
father and mother observed a marked change 
in the manner of theirson. Naturally bright 
and cheerful, he lost his vivacity and became 
very melancholy. Ajil efferts to arouse 
him to his usual condition were of 
no avail. Early on Monday morning 
last his father observed indications of the ap- 
proach of spasms, and instantly recalled the 
bite of the dogin April. He decided to take 
him to the New York Hospital, in Sixteenth 
street, but before he could do so he had three 
violent spasmodic attacks. At the hospital 
the boy was placed under the care of Dr. Tut- 
tle, the house physician, who says that the 
hoy manifested unmistakable signs of suffer- 
ing from hydrophobia. When received as a 
patient he was quite conscious, and contin- 
ued to be rational throughout his sick- 
ness. The only remedy for hy- 
drophohia—namely, a South Amer- 
ican Indian vegetable poison, known 
a curare—was administered to bim hypoder- 
mnieally. The medical books give two cases of 
cure by this medicine: but it was ineffectual 
in this case; for the boy died on Tuesday af- 
ternoon. Dr. Tuttle said that it was nol sur- 
prising that hydrophobia remained so long 
latent in the system without developing 
itself: cases Were reported in the hooks 
where patients had died from 
the effect of hydrophobia after 
twenty or thirtv vears had elapsed since the 
bite. The Doctor said that he had had fre- 
quent conversations with the boy, and found 
him exceedingly bright and intelligent. The 
father stated that in September last his son 
was kicked on the side of the skull bya horse, 
and that a small tumor succeeded the wound, 
and he thought that his son never properly 
recovered from that, and that it left a ner- 
vousness of the system that was not calculated 
to withstand the bite of tne dog.

The Atlantic Flouring Mills De- 
stroyed by Fire Last Night. 


Doath of Two of the Employes From 
Injuries Received. 


Another Man in a Dangerous Con- 
dition and Several Badly 
Injured.

The Mill to Be Kebuilt—George Bain’s 
Plans—The Insurance—Inci- 
dents of the Conflagration 
—@Qther Fires. 


To-day the Atlantic Flouring Mill of Geo. 
Bain & Co., at Main and Plum streets, isa 
smoldering mass of debris and ruins. At 
7:30 last evening the mill was running at its 
usual capacity, when a vivid flash of light- 
ning struck the northeast corner of the im- 
mense building and in a few seconds devour- 


ing flames developed the struc- 
ture from foundation to roof. 
About twelve men were at work at 


the time, and apparent!y that number of lives 
were doomed. Nearly all the men, however, 
made good use of the moments and escaped. 
The flames mounted up, lighting the tops of 
the large builaings in a radius of half a mile. 
The engine company at Fifth and Almond 
streets did not wait for an alarm, but started 
at once in the direction of the fire. An alarm 
Was turned on at 7:55, and shortly after a 
general alarm followed, and the Fire Depart- 
ment respondedin good time. The flames 
were already in every portion of the 
doomed mill and the only hope wasto con- 
fine the fire. Streams were accordingly put 
upon every point, but floor after floor fell and 
in afew hoursit wasaruin beyond repair. 
The crude oil mill of the Future City Oil Co., 


owned by J. J. Powers & Co., was located on 
the east side of Main street. ‘The large ware- 
nouse of Washburne & Son, which contained 
several hundred barrels of rosin, being on 
the street, every effort to stay the raging fire 
was made on this side, 
but without much success, for 
the warehouse and its contents were soon 
adding fuel to thefire. On the northeast 
corner of Mainand Plum was a building filled 
with sewing machines, which were soon 
melted and bent into useless shape. The Oil 
Company is insured for over $45,000 in the 
Blossom agency. {On the south side of Plum, 
just opposite the mill, were some tenement 
houses, Which were partially burned. 
A number of frame cottages on 
the north side and west of the 
mill burned like kindling wood. The Atlan- 
tic Mills were destroyed twice before by 
fire. 

At the time the fire broke out last night, the 
flour had all been moved out on the transfers 
and the stock inside was mostly of the lower 
grades. There was upwards of nearly 4,000 
bushels of grainin the bins, which was of 
course destroyed. The injury to the machinery 
is variously estimated at from $35,000 to $40,000. 
This is covered by insurance in various com- 
panies, amounting in all to $45,000. The esti- 
mated loss onjstock, buildings and machinery 
is thought to reach very nearly $250,000, The 
total insurance amounts to $77,500. Several 
weeks since negotiations were begun between 
Mr. Bainand Messrs. Gordon & Gomila, of 
New Orleans, for the purchase of the Phenix 
Flouring Mills on Barry street. A proposi- 
tion was made by the latter, which Mr. Bain 
had under consideration, and last night he 
telegraphed the New Orleans firm, closing 
withthem. If they now accept, Mr. Bain 
will take immediate possession of the Phenix 
Mills, and his business will thus suffer no se- 
rious delay. 

The total losses are estimated as follows: 
Atlantic Mills, $250,000; Future City Oil 
Works, $30,000: Washington & Sons, $12,000 
other buildings, $10,000. Total $302,000. 

THE DEAD. 

A telegram was sent tothe Dispensary from 
the Chestnut Street Station asking that ampbu- 
lances be sent to the Plum Street Depot, 
where seven or eight men injured at the 
fire were awaiting medical attention. Health 
Commissioner Francis ordered three ambu- 
lances to the scene and mounted one him- 
self, with Driver Berry, to superintend the 
removal of the men. Dr. Dorsett, the 
Dispensary physician, was already on the 
spol, but could tind no one 
there. After driving about the injured men 
were found and removed in all haste to the 
Dispensary. The first was Henry Williams, a 
sack-sewer, who was standing near the win- 
dow at work when the vivid flash of lightning, 
whieh was followed ina moment by a deaf- 
ening crash of thunder, almost blinded him. 
He said, **I turned to remark the vividness of 
the flash, when I found the immense room 
filled with flame, which rolled towards me 


ae 


like a billow.’’ Almost stunned by 
the crash and frightened by the 
flames, he lost his presence of 


mind and ran for the door. but he had for- 
gotten the situation. He groped about, and 
the flames rolled aver towards him, licking 
his clothes. He gained the opening where 
the ladder leading to Main street was located 
and quickly descended. He fell unconscious 
and remembered nothing more until he was 
revived at the Dispensary. His whole body 
was burned and no hope was entertained for 
him. Atthe City Hospital the physicians 
directed their attention to alleviating the 
torturing pain, which death ended shortly af- 
ter 1 o’clock this morning. 

William Dorflinger, another sack-sewer, 
was also on the second floor atthe time. He 
Was ata window onthe Main street side 
sewing sacks when the crash came. He 
turned about and the flames were already 
upon him. He scarcely realized bis position 
before the flames decided his course. He 
turned back to the window and jumped. 
He alighted without any fracture 
of his bones and ran diagonally 
across tothe Pium street depot a moving 
flame. The burned clothes dropped from 
bis person as he ran, and when he reached 
the saloon across the street the keeper caucht 
bold of him and tore the burning garments 
off. This was the story of his experiences 
He died at the City Hoa- 
: He lived at No. 508 South 
Second street. Williams lived at No, 1830 
Emmett sireet. Dorflinger had a wife ana 
one child. Williams leaves a widow and six 
orphans. At. the yon A Hospital the 
sulferings of the dying men _ were 
beartrending. They were placed on cots 
and covered from head to foot with cotton 
and liniment, but the burns were so exten- 
sive that Dr. Dean gave up all hope as soon 
as they were admitted to the ward and he ex- 
amined them.

James Fisher, a greaser, was descending to 
the store room when he encountered the 
flames which darted against him. Assoon 
as he gained the street he was taken in charge 
by Dr. Dorsett and sent to his home, No. 1iol 
South Ninth street, where he received atten- 
tion and is to-day in a fair way to recever, 

Richard Roberts had both his arms and 
face burned while at work with the firemen. 
He was taken to the City Hospital. 

Roberl Lorimer wasinthe fourth story 
wen the fire broke out. Escape by the or- 
dinary means was out of the question, and to 
remain death. He deliberately jumped to the 
ground and escaped with a fractured arm, 
which was soon set by Dr. Thompson at the 
Atlantic Hotel. 

An unknown woman who was witnessing 
the fire was struck by a falling brick and re-

Thomas Hanley, the fireman who was work- 
ing in the shed,was badly burned and crushed 
about the head and breast by the falling of 
the roof. His recovery is doubtful. While 
his son, John Hanley, was rescuing his father 
he was overcome, but soon recovered from 
his prostration. 

Officer Griffith was slightly  in- 
jured in the groin while as- 
sisting in removing some burning timber 
at the fire. He received immediate medica! 
attention, but his injuries were slight. 

MR. GEORGE BAIN 
was tendered the use of the Empire Milling 
Company’s offices this morning inthe Ex- 


Citizens’ Insurance Company’s oflices in the 
same building on the ground floor. The At- 
lantic Mills bad no office in the Exchange, 
as it was centrally located. Mr. Bain accept- 
ed the Citizens’ Insurance Company’s offer, 
and he was found there at 10 0’clock this 
morping surrounded by anxious inquirers. 
| Toa YOaT-DISPATCH reporter he said: *‘I 
are missing, but it is terrible enough. 
during the night and two others are in a very 
dangerous dondition. We employed forty- 
tive men in the mill, but there were only nine 
men in the mill when the lightning struck it. 
It is surprising that any one escaped. ‘The 
thing is too awful to talk about. 
Inever saw such a complete wreck in 
my life—just a fragment of a_ wall 
standing. I had only recently purchased the 
ground north of the mill to Poplar street with 
the view of making additions. We wanted 
more room and a direct connection with the 
Pacifie track. As soon as the ground is cool 
and the insurance adjusted we shall go ahead 
and rebuild overthe entire block, that 
is if we ean command the 
money to do the wholething. I am at this 
moment negotiating for the Phcenix Millin 
order to carry on the business, but if we can- 
not get that we will have some mill before 


night. The Atlantic was turning out 1,700 
barrels a day. After the fire three 
years aro, the mills were 
thoroughly reconstructed. There were 


four buildings, separated by iron doors. Not 
long since some machinery costing $14,000 
was putin. Until the safe is opened I cannot 
give full particulars of the insurance on 
stock, but it is in the neighborhood of $30,009, 
The stock on hand, wheat, flour, 
sacks, etc., was probably worth $40,000. The 
insurance on_ buildings, machinery, engine, 
etc., amounted to $77,500. The entire prop- 
erty as it stood, including the ground-pur- 
chase, represented fully a cost value of 
$250,000. 7? 
EMPLOYE’S LOSS, 

Joe Odean, a bran packer, who slept in the 
mill, lost $600 in United States bonds... Odean 
was a careful, saving man, and had been em- 
ployed at the mills for years. He placed the 
bonds under the flooring where he slept, and 
has no memorandum of the numbers. 

Joe Lehman, clerk in the mill, escaped by a 
second-story window, leaving his vest with 
his watch and chain behind. 


VERY PRECARIOUS, 


Thomas Hanley, the fireman at the mill, 
lies in a very precarious condition at 701 
South Second street. He has suffered severe 
internal injuries, andis badly bruised and 
hurt about the bead and breast. He had asmall 
dwelling adjoining the mill property, which 
is wrecked with it. Frank Sand, a boarding- 
house keeperon the Second street corner, 
threw his doors open forthe injured men, and 
the unfortunate fireman was taken there, 
likewise his son John, who was injured in 
an effort to rescue his father from the debris 
below the engine-room. Mrs. Hanley was 
found this morning at her husband’s side 
administering all the relief possible, but his 
condition is quite serious and Dr. Gregory 
has been summoned to pronounce upon the 
poor man’s injuries. é will probably be re- 
moved to the hospital for care and treatment. 


THE RUINS. 


From an early hour this morning crowds 
assembled around the ruins, gazing with as- 
tonishment uponthe scene of devastation. 
But little is left of two entire blocks, and 
there is great danger of falling fragments of 
wallio every direction. The only property 
remaining intact is the sbed doing 
duty for a depot for the local 
train service of the Iron Mountain Road. 
Two houges of ili-repute facing the mill on 
Main street, near the corner of Plum stréet, 
are gutted throughout, and the inmates had 
to escape radiply for heir lives, for the 
flames spread with frightful rapidity and for 
atime itappeared that the whole of that 
portion of town surrounding the mil] was 
doomed. The saloon and arding house 
on the southwest corner of Main and Plum 
streets is wrecked completely, and the north 
wall of the building is liable to fall at any 
moment. A detail of police is on hand to 
warn spectators of danger, but it is little 
heeded, _, teen J oe are likely to 
occur aroundthe mill biock unles 
stretched. oe 

The Atlantic Mills were surrounded by 
tenements and small dwellings, but the prop- 
erty next, on Plum street, was saved through 
the exertions of the Fire Department. The 
men connected with the department escaped 
injury, but the fire was one of the worst that 
has been tackled here for many years 
and it was feared throughout the ‘night 
d miss- 
ing. Such was not the case, however, and 
indeed the only report reaching the police of 
any one missing was made at an early hour 
this morning, when a young woman standing 
near the ruins told an officerthat her husband 
had _ not been home all night.

Other Firee. 

Just after the second alarm for the mill 
fire last evening an alarm was turned on from 
box No. 266 in consequence ofa fire in An- 
heuser’s brewery, corner of Eighth and 
Pestalozzi streets.

Engines Nos.1,3, 
7 and 11 responded and extinguished the 
flames.

Two poor fellows died at the City Hospital | 
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der Inconsistent With Theory. 

The police have not relinquished work on 
the Louderman tragedy, but the progress, to- 
ward asolution is slow. Another important 
witness bas been found in the person of G. P. 
Farrell, who lives on the northeast corner of 
Sixth and Chestnut. He was sitting at the 
window looking out upon the corner diagon- 
ally opposite when the shooting occurred 5 
and his account of the affair is circumstan- 
tial. He gives a very accurate description of 
ex-Officer Wolf as one of the men 
present, but there is a point on which 
Farrell is quite positive, and which 
rather puzzles the police. Farrell, like Mon- 
teith, the huckman, is certain that 1t was the 
large manin the party who fired the pistol. 
The police are not yet prepared to accept such 
evicence, as it conflicts with the statements 
of witnesses who stood on the Laclede side of 
the street. They donot regard it as among 


the probabilities of the case that Wolf did 
the killing. Theythink that Monteith was 
mistaken in his identification of the one who 
tired. If, however,two or three witnesses 
should be found to sustain the  hack- 
man’s statement there would be given the 
basis for holding Wolfas the principal, and, 
finding himselfin such a dangerous situation, 
the ex-ofticer would have to talk to save him- 
self.

WATKINS WANTS A WOMAN. 

There is one clue which Sergeant Watkins 
has been working assiduously all the week, 
but which has not been mentioned till now. 
Of all the members of the force Watkins was 
probably the best acquainted with Louder- 
man and the routine of his life. The young 
man, with time banging heavy upon his 
hands, had been involved in intrigues, and to 
some extent had made Watkins his confiden- 
tial friend. In one of these scandals of re- 
cent date there figures an unknown woman. 
She was with Louderman on last 
Sunday evening and accompanied him to 
aroom. From thedescription given of her 
itis evident that she was at considerable
